Senate Hearing. 


The Finance Committee, which 
started hearings on the bill with- 
out waiting for the House to act, 
heard 16 witnesses yesterday— 
mostly representatives of  busi- 
ness and industry who either de- 
nounced the excess profits tax 
idea or specific features of the 
bill. 

One of them— Royal Little, 
president of Textron, Inc.—called 
the House bill so confusing it 
“will be a bonanza” to tax law- 
yers and accountants. 

The committee planned to hear 
22 witnesses today in a drive to 
wind up public hearings this week 
and take all or most of next week 
to write a bill. 

George predicted the Senate 
would pass the tax bill before 
Chrismas, and that the House and 
Senate would agree on a compro- 
mise before New Year’s day. 

His group is avorking against 
time. This Congress will expire 
Jan. 3, and bills not finally 
passed by that date will die auto- 
matically.

Under Reds’ Drive as

This didn’t mean the attempt 
wouldn’t be made before the 
United States and its allies might 
be compeiled to use the last des- 
perate and dismal device of evac- 
uating all their fighting men 
from the Korean peninsula and 
leaving it to triumphant Commu- 
nists. 

Indeed, a statement by Gen. 
Omar Bradley, head of the joint 
chiefs of staff, left a suggestion 
that while at least one evacuation 
move in northeast Korea was im- 
minent the troops there might be 
shifted to help hold elsewhere on 
the peninsula. 

It is common military practice 
to pull troops out from an impos- 
sible tactical position and land 
them elswhere in the battle zone. 
It has happened on several occa- 
sions, in small scale, during the 
Korean war. 

Several Senators told reporters 
that the information Bradley gave 
to the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee yesterday was more 
optimistic than he had presented 
at briefings over the weekend. 

While there was no elabora- 
tion on this, elsewhere there was 
growing talk of establishing a 
holding line or of being able to 
retain at least a few precarious 
toeholds around the big port cities 
like Pusan and Inchon-Seoul.

Visits Northeast Front.

Gen. Collins was met at Yonpo 
airport near the twin east coast 
cities of Hamhung and Hungnam 
by Maj. Gen. Edward M. Almond, 
United States Tenth Corps com- 
mander. They went to the corps 
command post to discuss the grave 
situation. 

Later they Tlew over the Koto- 
Hagaru sector south of the Chang- 
jin reservcir, where United States 
Marines and soldiers are encir- 
cled and isolated by an estimated 
65,000 Chinese. Another 20,000 
Chinese Reds are reported in oth- 
er areas of the northeast. 

The Generals saw Marine, Navy 
and Air Force planes bomb and 
strafe ‘the Chinese, massed in 
snow-covered hills around the 
American positions. 

Gen. Collins also visited Maj. 
Gen. David G. Barr, commanding 
the United States Seventh Divi- 
sion, now in the Hamhung-Hung- 
nam area. 

More Chinese Reported Coming. 

A Tenth Corps briefing officer 
said Wednesday night that reports 
indicated thousands more Chinese 
are streaming into northeast Ko- 
rea from Manchuria.

‘Drafted’ by Truman. 
When Truman became Presi- 
dent on the death of Roosevelt, 
he “drafted” his old schoolmate 
as press secretary at the White 
House. Mr. Ross, at considerable 
financial sacrifice, took the posi- 


tion that then paid only $10,000 
a year. His appointment was 


praised by newspapers through-/ Rheumatism 


out the country and in trade mag- 
azines. He was granted a two- 
year leave of absence from the 
Post-Dispatch but his loyaity to 
the President kept him at the 
White House after this period ex- 
pired. 

The evening Truman finally 
persuaded his friend to take the 
appointment, the two Independ- | 
ence schoolmates remembered) 
their old English teacher, whom 
both called “Miss Tillie.’ The) 
President instructed the White | 
House operator to get her on the 
telephone. Truman spoke to her 
first, telling her that they wanted 
her to be the first to hear the 
news of the reunion. 


When Mr. Ross took the phone, 
Miss Tillie told her favorite pupil: 

“Bless your heart; I’m glad you 
boys are going to work together 
again. Now you help Harry all 
you can, Charlie.” 

He was sworn into the new of- 
fice in the White House on May, 
1945, with the late Justice Wiley 
Rutledge of St. Louis reading the 
oath. From that time on, he fol- 
lowed Miss Tillie’s instruction, to 
help Harry all he could. 

At Potsdam Conference. 


One of his earliest duties was 
to accompany the presidential 
party to the Potsdam conference. 
Throughout his White House ca- 
reer he was in touch with the 
President many times a day, be- 
ginning with the early morning 
staff conferences. Of less rugsed 
construction than the President, 
he often showed the strain of long 
hours. This did not affect his 
even temper under the most try- 
ing conditions. 

As chief of the Post-Dispatch 
Washington bureau, he had begun. 
covering national conventions in| 
1920 and was in the presidential | 
party in 1923 when President | 
Harding died on the Pacific coast. 
In addition to his political writ-| 
ing he was a student of economic , 
questions and was well-informed | 
om the work and opinions of the | 
Supreme Court. 

At the White House his sc bole!

Carey Asserts That G.E. 
Plant at Schenectady 
Is Infiltrated With 


Communists.

MILWAUKEE, Dec. 6 — A 
charge that the huge Schenectady | 
(N.Y.) plant of the General Elec- | 
tric Co. is infiltrated with Com- 
munists who may have delivered 
secret processes to Russia was 
before the convention of the CIO 
International Union of Electrical 
Workers today. 

The Schenectady plant has 
more than $89,000,000 in war 


contracts. 

James B. Carey, chairman of 
the union’s administrative com- 
mittee, urged yesterday that the 
Government take steps to expel | 
the Communist-dominated inde- | 
pendent United Electrical Work- | 
ers from the Schenectady plant. 

The U.E. expelled from the 
CIO last year because of its. 
Communist administration and /' 
policies, holds a contract at the. 
plant which does not expire until 
1952. Two years ago, however, 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
required the company to discon- 
tinue its recognition of the UE 
in one of the plant laboratories 
devoted to atomic energy ma- 
terial. 


Carey, who is slated to become 
the IUE’s first president, named 
union leaders working in the. 
plant whom he said were Com-| 
munists. He detailed the war ma- 
teriel produced there and de- 
scribed the employment situa- 
tion as “shameful.” Robert R. 
Nathan, economist, also assailed 
the “fifth column” in Thdustrial 
plants and asserted that it would 
sabotage our national security, 
since “no union led by Commies 


is going to be neutral.” 
Scope of War Work. 


Carey said the General Electric 
Operation at Schenectady repre- 
sented about 90 of its government 
contracts. It manufactures, he 
said, guided missile and jet pro- | 
pulsion equipment fire control 
systems for bombers, automatic 
gun sights for fighter planes, | 
turbo-generators for Navy ships, | 
contro] panels for aircraft car- 
rier communication systems and. 
some atomic energy work which 
is not carried on in the labora- 
tory from which the UE was 
barred by the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

“UE stewards and known com- 
mies have complete access to 
many departments where special 
secret work is done,” Carey said. 

“The guided missile and jet 
propulsion work, involving con- 
tracts totaling about $27,500,000, 
is ultra sensative. All workers 
are supposedly cleared. Yet 
known UE sympathizers and long- 
time stewards can roam about the 
plant at will. The project even 
has a secret name, ‘Hermes.’ 

“The General Electric Co. has 
developed as part of its work on 
fire control systems the Selzyn 
unit, supposed to be the closest 
thing to perpetual motion, used 
on planes designed for atom bomb 
work and also in Army and Navy 
ordnance. 

“Russia would love to have the 
secret of this unit. Most likely 
it already has.” 

Carey named a member of the 
United Electrical Workers execu- 
tive board, whom he described as 
“a known commie” as having 
access to buildings in which auto- 
matic gun sights for the B-36 
are made and also to a test room 
for airplane bomb sights. 

Two UE stewards, Carey de- 
elared, are permitted to go into 
the general engineering labora- 
tory which handles some atomic 
energy work. He named another 
UE leader, whom he described as 
“a known Communist” who visits 
all buildings engaged in the con- 
struction of control panels for air- 
eraft communication systems. 

» “The turbo-generators for Navy 
ships,” Carey said, “may be most 
easily sabotaged by changing tol- 
erances in turbo-vanes. A very 
slight deviation can create vibra- 
tions strong enough to tear the 
generators apart.” 

Some Firms Under Fire. 

Prior to Carey's detailed 
charges, delivered late yesterday, 
the convention adopted a reso- 
lution criticizing some employers 
in the electrical industry who “al- 
lied themselves wittingly or un- 
wittingly with the Communist- 
controlled UE in an attempt to 

block the growing strength of our 
new union.” 

It was resolved that “if man- 
agement persists in following such | 
policies during the coming year | 
the officers of the IUE-CIO be 
empowered to call upon Congress 
to make a full investigation of 
these policies and the jeopardy in 
which they place both defense 
production and national security.” 

The resolution stated that one 
of the motives of segments of the 
industry in dealing with a Com- 
munist-controlled union was a de- 
sire to “see both organizations die 
with their teeth on each other's 
throats thus freeing management 
of any obligation to bargain col- 
lectively.” 


7,758,000 VETERANS AIDED 
BY 6.1. BILLS, 12 BILLION COST 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP)— 


About 7,758,000 veterans, one-half 
of all World Way II ex-service 
men, have received educational or 
~ aid from the Government, the 

eterans Administration said to- 
day. It placed the cost at about 
twelve billion dollars. 

That averages $1500 of aid for 
each veteran who has taken ad- 
vantage of the G.I. bill or the Vo-| 
cational Rehabilitation Act. The 
latter, passed in 1943, is a pro-' 
gram reserved for disabled vet- | 
erans needing aid to overcome 
their handicaps. 

Fall enrollments in schools and 
eolleges under both laws, VA said, 
are down 20 per cent from last 


year. Total enrollment in all types 
of schools, from grade through 


2 ee schools, was 1,293.- 
Nov. 1. A year ago it 
1,628,700.

Both Companies Blame Higher Manufactur- 
ing, Labor Costs, Materials Shortages for 
Boost — Chrysler Still Silent. 


DETROIT, Dec. 6 (AP)—The 
price line in the automobile in- 
dustry has caved in at two major 
points. The Ford Motor Co. last 
night followed General Motors 
with a boost in car prices. In 
each case the increases approxi- 
mated 5 per cent or more. 

Higher costs and materials 
shortages figured in both actions. 

Only Chrysler of the industry's

At the time the new Mercury '

At Thanksgiving, when the new 
Ford cars were introduced, the 
company repeated its “no price 
increase” stand, but pointed that 
manufacturing costs had gone up 
and there was no way of know- 
ing how long the price structure 
could hold.

At the same time a threat of 
large-scale layoffs impended in 
the face of materials cutbacks in 
the defense pragram. Ford said 
it might have to lay off 42,000 
men by next March because of 
Government-ordered cuts in alu- 
minum and copper for civilian 
use. 

First Increases Since °48. 


Both General Motors and Ford 
pointed.out these were their first 
price increases since 1948. Each 
cited higher materials costs with- 
in the last year. 

G.M. mentioned as an example 
a 300 per cent increase in the 
cost of rubber. 

Ford said that since last June 
its costs had risen at a rate of 
$103,000,000 a year. The rise has 
been “rapid” within the last 60 
days, Ford said. 

The CIO United Auto Workers 
assailed General Motors action as 
“unjustified and unnecessary.”

| lieve we are one of the first out- 
fits in this war to come out—as 
| a unit—of such a trap (they were 
‘encircled by an estimated two 
‘Chinese Communist divisions). 
We didn’t come out as stragglers. 
| We came out as Marines. We did 
not leave behind a single wound- 
| ed man that I know of or a piece 
| of intact equipment. And that is 
| the way we are going to fight 
our way out to the coast.” 


Chinese Dominate Escape Path. 


Flying to the plateau at Hagaru 
}in one of the last evacuation 
| planes bringing out wounded and 
| equipment, I got in an aerial pre- 
| view of the Marine ordeal to 
'come. It is twenty minutes to 
| Hagaru plateau by air from the 
Hamhung area, but it is sixty 
| torturous walking miles on dirt 
| trails that wind through snow- 
| capped mountains. 


From the air we could see 
| thousands of foxholes dug into 
ithe mountain ridges dominating 
| the escape trails leading to the 
| plateau. Snow-capped mounds 
| marked hundreds of gun emplace- 
ments. Our pilot, Capt. Paul C. 
Fritz, of Muskogee, Okla., who 
| was making his eleventh trip to 
| the reservoir, said: “I see the 
'traces all over the mountains. 
| But I’ve never seen a Chinaman 
| in the daytime. But at dawn and 
dusk they start shooting at us.” 
Nobody knows for sure how 
many Chinese stand in the way 
of the Marine breakout to the 
coast, but at least a division is 
| estimated. 
| .The Marines hold. the main 
| ridges encircling the Hagaru 
plateau at the tip of the Changjin 
| reservoir, but all the rest of the 
| country on all sides is occupied, 
| Capt. Fritz said, by enemy troops. 
| “See that hill?” the pilot said, 
| pointing to a ridge within rifle 
| range of the field. “Well, that has

At Hagaru I went in search of

Ragged, Frostbitten.

HIGH SOURCE SAYS TRUMAN 


WILL USE A-BOMB ONLY IF 
U.S. SURVIVAL IS AT STAKE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 
(INS). 


N authoritative Washing- 
ton personage asserted 
categorically today that 
President Truman will author- 
ize use of the atomic bomb 
again only if the survival of 
the United States is at stake. 
“When the atomic bomb is 
dropped again on a hostile 
country, the third world war 
will’ be irretrievably begun,” 
the informant said. “The Pres- 
ident does not intend precipi- 
tating a third world war.” 


This source stated the Pres- 

ident has no intention, despite 
the critical situation of United 
States and U.N. military forces 
in Korea, of using the A-bomb 
against Red China in the pres- 
ent crisis. 
The source can be identified 
only as a person who, ‘through 
' long association with the Pres- 
' ident, is thoroughly versed in 
| his basic policies.

The Marines were anxious to 
tell of their long trek. It was a 
bloody journey where frostbite 
sometimes claimed 50 per cent of 
a company. 

Lt. Col. John Stevens, of La 
Jolla, Calif., observed: “I saw a 
man take off his boot this morn- 
ing and the whole bottom of his 
foot ripped off. These shoepacs 
just aren’t cut out for below zero 
weather like this. The man’s feet 
sweat in the rubber of the shoes 
and then the sweat freezes. Then 
they are done for.” 

The men were ragged, their 
faces bleeding from the raw bite 
of the icy wind; their faces swol- 
len from the cold and their ears 
blue; their mittens were torn and 
unraveled, some were without 
their fur hats. A few walked 
completely barefoot. They had 
to; they could not get their frost- 
bitten feet into their frozen shoe- 

acs. 
4 Four Days of Fighting. 

The Marines’ ordeal began on 

Nov. 27 in the Changjin reservoir 
area as the Fifth and Seventh 
Marine Regiments began their 
part of the “end-the-war” offen- 
sive. The Chinese counter-at- 
tacked in force that night and the 
fight for survival and for an exit 
down the narrow valley was on. 
Temporary respite came on Dec. 
3 and the morning of Dec. 4, when 
the Marines crossed the ,snowy 
pass onto the Hagaru plateau 
where they linked up with other 
Marine units, as well as with a 
British Commando unit. which 
had fought its way to the reser- 
voir area with heavy losses. When 
they reached the plateau, with its 
natural ring of defenses and bull- 
dozer air strip, the Marines had 
fought without halt four days 
and four nights, 
Pfc. Richard Bolde, of New 
Palz, N.Y., said: “It was like a 
mousetrap. The Chinese let us in, 
but they wouldn’t let us out.” 

Col. Murray reported that many 
of the wounded passed 72 hours 
on litters, their arms and legs 
frozen, and nothing could be done 
about it. 

Attack at Any Cost. 

Lt. Col. Joseph Stewart, execu- 
tive officer of the Fifth Regiment, 
told how at the final roadblock 
the lead battalion. was told “to 
attack at any cost.” 

“Finally,” Col Stewart said, 
“the battalion commander mes- 
saged back that he was losing men 
fast and that he needed support 
and relief. I ordered him for 
the second time to attack at | 


two undersized companies, but 
that attack made it possible for 
us to break through the pass. I'd 
have to send the same message 
again, wouldn't I?” 


According to the Marines, the 
Chinese Reds in this campaign 
relied heavily on grenades and 
tommyguns. They used a bamboo

STASSEN URGES 
UEASE-FIRE NOW 
UR USE A-BOMB 


Gives Views After Talk 
With MacArthur but 
Says Plan Is Own—Fa- 
vors U.N. Mediation. 


TOKYO, Dec. 6 (AP)—Harold 
FE. Stassen urged today an imme- 
diate cease-fire in Korea—or if 
that fails—an all-out assault with 
atomic and other weapons on Red 
China’s military might. 

The former Minnesota Gover- 


Ror and aspirant for the i948 Re- 

publican nomination for President 

gave his views at a news confer- 

ence a day after he had a two- 

hour private talk with Gen. Doug- 
MacArthur. 

But with MacArthur's chief 
press officer at his elbow, Stassen 
insisted the plan was his own and 
that he had not discussed it with 
the U.N. commander. 

Stassen, president of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, is on a 
personal world survey tour. 

In a statement circulated at the 
news conference he did not men- 
tion the atomic bomb. But he said 
if the Reds refuse to cease fire 
by midnight Friday MacArthur 
should be directed to strike “in 
any manner” at Chinese Commu- 
nist military targets in Korea or 
China. 

Atomic Weapons Meant. 

Under questioning of corre- 
spondents, Stassen said striking 
“in any manner” meant use of 
atomic weapons if feasible. 

Stassen suggested that a cease- 
fire should be followed by witi- 
drawal of all non-Korean forces 
from Korea and U.N. mediation 
of differences over the country. 

He emphasized in his introduc- 
tory statement that those were 
his own views “and they are not 
to be taken by inference or other- 
wise to represent the views of 

the United States Government 
nor of any other individual.” 

After seeing MacArthur Tues- 
day Stassen had said he did not 
intend to make any statement on 
policy during his tour. Today's 
statement was mimeographed at 
MacArthur’s headquarters under 
the heading “Geneial Headquar- 
ters, Far East Command, Public 
Information Office.” 

MacArthur’s press officer, Col. 
Marion P. Echols who sat by Stas- 
sen during the news conference, 
explained: 

“He (Stassen) just called me 
up and asked me if I could help 
him and I did.” 

Urges U.N. Mediator. 

Stassen said that, if agreed to, 
the cease-fire should be followed 
by appointment of a U.N. mediator 
who would attempt to settle 
among North and South Korea, 
Red China and involved U.N. na- 
tions the questions of “reservoirs 
and power plants and other mat- 
ters in the mediator’s discretion.” 

Such mediation, he added, “‘pre- 
sumably would involve the with- 
drawal of all non-Korean forces, 
the laying down of arms of both 
north and south, and a supervised 
election for all Korea. 

“If the cease-fire order is not 
agreed to, the United Nations 
commander should be directed to 
retaliate against the attacking 
Chinese Communist forces by 
striking in any manner any ob- 
jects of military significance in 
either Korea or China. 

“This would undoubtedly re- 
sult in the blockade of the China 
coast and heavy air attacks upon 
the military and industrial centers 
of China. 

“He (MacArthur should also 
then be directed to withdraw his 
land forces from Korea in an 
orderly manner....”

Paul A. Jones of Belleville, in- 
ternational union representative, 
took over the office pending an 
investigation of complaints by 
members of the local that Thomas 
permitted administrative details 
to accumulate. Jones, who will 
address a meeting of the local 
tonight at the Granite City Labor 
Temple, said no charges were 
filed against the business agent. 

Thomas, who directed a 14-day 
strike of his local last month, 
said he planned to visit interna- 
tional union headquarters, at 
Lafayette, Ind., to “straighten out 
the matter.” He lives at 2505 
Sheridan avenue, Granite City.

Morton Downey 


Stole the Show 


Variety Star—Varied Career 
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Throughout ‘almost all of his 
adult life, Morton Downey has 
been accustomed to working in 
the warming glow of the spot- 
light, but he made his debut as 
an entertainer (strictly non-pro- 
fessional and practically unpre- 
meditated) in almost total dark- 
ness, 

It was when “Birth of a Na- 
tion” opened in his native Wal- 
lingford, Conn., and the orchestra 
was playing “Dixie” that Downey 
showed first promise as an enter- 
tainer. The youngster whistled 
along with the orchestra and drew 
a far more enthusiastic ovation 
than the film itself. 

Though his mother, thereafter, 
resorted to bribes to keep him 
from attracting attention in pub- 
lic places, Downey’s father, a tav- 
ern keeper and chief of the local 
fire department, felt differently 
about his son’s talents. This ac- 
counts, in part at least, for the 
fact that Morton Downey today 
is one of the nation’s favorite 
- entertainers, starred on CBS radio 
in “Refreshment Time” and on 
CBS-TV in “Star of the Family,” 
KSD-TV 11 to 11:30 p.m. Tues- 


days. 
Paid for Sleeping. 

When Morton Downey was 7, 
his father got him an engagement 
with the Wallingford firemen’s 
annual minstrel show. Dressed as 
a page in satin breeches, he was 
paid $5 a night for sitting at the 
foot of the throne, though he did 
more sleeping than sitting. 

After that start, young Downey 
appeared at lodge smokers, 
Knights af Columbus dances, po- 
litical rallies and church picnics. 
When he was 12, he teamed with 
an accordion player and toured 
up and down Connecticut singing 
in his exceptionally high voice, 
until that time untrained. 

At Lyman Hall, he carried on a 
two-year feud with the high 
school’s principal, who had no 
sympathy for Downey’s theatrical 
aspirations. On one memorable 
occasion, Downey deposited a 
pound of limburger cheese in the 
school’s hot air furnace. The feud 
ended spectacularly when Downey 
misjudged his target in study hall 
and broke the fire alarm. He was 
expelled and the entire stydent 
body walked out with him, more 
in unscheduled fire drill than in 
sympathy. 

Morton Downey, 16 at the time, 
decided that he had had enough 
of formal education. He took 
jobs with a silver company, a 
Hartford insurance company and, 
because he wanted to be nearer 
New York, even worked as a 
candy butcher on the New York, 
New. Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road. 

Between trains, he hung around 
the music publishers, earning five 
or 10 dollars at a clip, singing 
new numbers for vaudeville 
artists who came to select tunes. 
He also sang at fraternal’ and 
political gatherings, and one 
night at a Democratic outing was 
spotted by Jim Hagan, a Tam- 
many leader. 

For six years, Downey lived at 
Hagan’s home, sharing a room 
with three of the Hagan boys and 
learning a great deal about show 
business. Max Spiegel, who ran 
the Sheridan Square Theater, 
heard him sing and hired him to 
accompany the pictures showing

After three years with White- 
man, Downey went with Ziegfeld 
in the “Palm Beach” show, where 
he started gathering fame on an 
international scale. This engage- 
ment was followed by appearances 
the following year in Paris, Ber- 
lin, London and the French Ri- 
viera. At the Cafe De Paris in 
London, one of his most ardent 


‘letters each week. Three years 
later, a New York newspaper poll 
revealed him to be the most pop- 
ular male singer of the year. 

In 1936, Downey was invited to 
sing at the coronation of George 
VI and Elizabeth in London, and 
when he got back he spent 18 
months on the air. He decided 
to quit for fear that the public 
might grow tired of him. Until 
1940 he confined himself to night 
club engagements, but in 1939-40 
he also sang at the New York 
Worlds Fair.

A skit she wrote was 
performed on the porch of the 
hotel, and received with such 
spontaneous acclaim that it deter- 
mined the course of her life. 

Back to New York. 

After high school, she enrolled 
for courses in writing and acting 
at Columbia University. While a 
student there, she met her future 
husband, Louis Berg, whom she 
married in 1920. Shortly after, 
the young couple went to live on 
a Louisiana sugar plantation, 
where her husband, a sugar tech- 
nologist, carried on his sacchar- 
ine experiments for several years. 
They then returned to New York, 
where they've been living ever 
since. 

In 1929, Berg’s sugar factory 
burned down, and with the de- 
pression taking its widespread 
financial toll, Mrs. Berg wanted 
to help pull the family budget 
out of the red. A friend sug- 
gested she try writing for radio. 
Even though she was running a 
full-sized household and rearing 
two children, a son Cherney and 
a daughter Harriet, she went to 
it. Her first effort turned out 
ito be the ill-fated “Effie and 
Laurie,” which ran for exactly 
/one performance. 

Then the undeterred Mrs. Berg 
got the inspiration for ‘The Gold- 
bergs.” When the first script was 
finished, she approached the ex- 
|'ecutives of one of New York’s 
radio stations and timidly asked 
if they would care to see the 
script. When she showed them 
the pages in scrawled longhand, 
they were on the verge of telling 
her to forget the whole thing. No 
one. present could decipher the 
writing. 

This was exactly what the 
author wanted. She wanted to 
read the script herself. She knew 
that by injecting the proper 
nuances and intonations, she 
could make the idea saleable. She 
suggested they let her read it, 
and since no one else could, the 
l executives meekly agreed. 
| On Three Networks. 

That reading took more effort 
i'than any chore she was per- 
lformed since.

Dave Garroway 


‘Called ‘Most

The most relaxed man in radio 
and television (KSD-TV 9 to 9:30 
p.m, Sundays) began his life un- 
der circumstances that would have 
made many persons tense for all 
their days.

That night proved the turning 
point in the budding career of 
Alan Young, star of CBS-TV’s 
new “Alan Young Show,” comedy 
variety series (Thursdays 10 to 
10:30 p.m. on KSD-TV), Young 
made a deal with Cooper to come 
to New York, but he didn’t ar- 
rive until the spring of 1944. First, 
he went into the Canadian Navy 
as a sub-lieutenant. But when he 
did arriv® Cooper promptly put 
him on the air as the summer re- 
placement for Eddie Cantor. 

Americans guffawed at Young’s 
refreshing wit as enthusiastically 
as had his Canadian fans. When 
the summer was over, the blond, 
mild-mannered youth was signed 
to a winter program and hailed as 
the comedy find of the year. 
After 18 months in New York, he 
moved to Hollywood for a show 
bearing his name. In 1947-48, he 
was made a regular member of 
the CBS “Tony Martin Show.” 
Then, turning to the films, he 
appeared in “Margie,” “Chicken 
Every Sunday” and “Mr. Belve- 
dere Goes to College.” 

Building His Experience. 

Although his success was mete- 
oric, Alan Young had been build- 
ing up stage and radio experience 
for his big opportunity since he 
was six years old. He was born 
Angus Young in North Shields, 
Northumberland, England, of 
Scottish parents, who moved to 
Vancouver, British Columbia, 
when he was four years old. He 
wanted to be a cartoonist, but at 
six he made his stage debut—just | 
a walk-on. The bit part convinced 
him that entertaining was more 
fun than sketching. 

His parents, who always had 
had theatrical ambitions them- 
selves, put no obstacles in the 
path of the stage-struck boy, nor 
of their daughter Harriet. In fact, 
Alan and Harriet were roundly 
encouraged in their raids on the 
linen closet and attic trunks for 
theater curtains and costumes, 
with which they staged plays for 
neighborhood children. 

At 16, Young earned his first 
money—+two dollars to be exact— 
by ‘doing a monologue for the 
Caledonian Society of Vancouver. 

“When the Scotch put up two 
dollars for entertainment, it’s got 
to be good,” he says with a grin. 
With his sister, he did stints in 
vaudeville and radio. : 

A Utility Character. 

By the time: Young was gradu- 
ated from the West Vancouver 
High School, he was starring in 
his own radio program, “Stag 
Party,” for the Canadian Broad- 
casting Co. He had been hired 
to write the script. As an after- 
thought, as he expresses it, he 
joined the cast for an extra $5. 
As in the case of many top radio 
personalities who worked them- 
selves up through the ranks, he 
was a utility character at the sta- 
tion. He wrote’ a half-hour show, 
acted in two programs a week 
and was an assistant news editor 
and part-time announcer, for all 
of which he earned $15 a week. 
When he asked for a raise, he was 
fired. 

This act proved providential, as 
Young and his sister went on the 
road as a variety team. He learned 
to play the bagpipes, drums and 
the saxophone, developed a style 
of wry humor and learned the 
tricks of the emcee’s trade. After 
his sister married, he returned to 
radio, but even then he kept in 
stage trim by doing occasional 
playdates. Once, he put on a 
cowboy suit at night and went 
out to play surrounding towns 
with a hillbilly band. As he grad- 
ually became better known to 
Dominion listeners, he was signed 
as the star of a comedy broadcast 
from Toronto.

of evasion and deviousness are 
ingrained, and the Communist is_ 
told how to “make the court your 
forum.” The club that drives the 
doctrine home is heavy-handed | 
fear. 

“The master class of ‘America, 
calling to its aid the government 
and its various agencies and de- 
partments—executive, legislative 
and judicial — will use every 
means within its power to beat 


down the rising tide of struggle’ 
and militancy of the workers, and | 
by terror and oppression seeks to} 
crush it,” is the explanation for, 
the reason “Under Arrest!” was 
prepared. | 

Sorry Purpose of It All. 


The sorry purpose of it all 
is to cripple legal machinery, 
discredit the courts and law- 
makers in public eyes, and strip 
them of authority by subver- 
sive methods akin to those 
tried, unsuccessfully, in the re- 
cent New York trial of eleven 
Communist leaders. 

“Once and for all,” the book- 
let says, “it is necessary to de- 
stroy the illusions that the 
workers have concerning courts 
and court procedures gener- 
erally.” | 

With passage of the so-called 
McCarran bill, the Subversive 
Control Act of 1950, these dis- 
ruptive tactics will assume in- 
creasing importance in the fu- 
ture as the new law is invoked. 

They are already taking effect 
in insidious fashion. For example, 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, the primary Federal investi- 
gative agency on subversive ac- 
tivities, is being subjected to a 
stepped-up campaign of vilifica- 
tion by rumor, by whispering 
campaigns, and through the pub- 
lication of outright Communist 
literature. 

Numerous Party Directives. 

Numerous party directives have 
been issued on the subject. A re- 
cent memorandum of the Illinois 
State Review Commission of the 
Communist party said: 

“This governmental Gestapo 
represents one of the most impor- 
tant agencies for the intimidation 
and persecution of all Americans 
who stand for peace and are op- 
posed to fascism.” 

_Such a campaign, picked up 
and carried along as it is 
through many channels, threat- 
ens to undermine the founda- 
tions of public regard for the 
FBI, and reduce its effective- 
ness in the battle against Com- 


—— 

Within a few days of the pub- 
lication Nov. 20 of a critical new 
book, “The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation,” by Max Lowen- 
thal, the book and its material 
were discussed at Communist 
party meetings of top function- 
aries in New York, San Francisco 
and Chicago, during which plans 
were made for renewed attacks 


on the F.B.I. 


“Under Arrest!” 
for 
the face of the courts, was pub- 
lished by the International Labor 
Defense, former legal arm of the 
Communist party. The _ I.L.D. 
merged in 1946 with the Civil 
Rights Congress, which has been 
cited as a Communist front by 
the Attorney General, but the 
strategy and tactics of “Under 
Arrest!” still prevail. 

Counter-Arrest Measures. 


The booklet was used as re- 
mently as last Oct. 21 at a brief- 
ing on counter-arrest measures 
held for Communist party leaders 
at their Chicago headquarters. 
Those party “functionaries” 
tending the meeting were told 
when arrested to call the Civil 
Rights Congress, ask for charges 
ask for a lawyer, and to plead 
not guilty.

Even the police are not 
interested in the technical crime 
Special Ammunition. 

The Communist doctrinaires re- 
serve special ammunition for what 
they call “criminal syndicalism” 


'laws—laws such as the Smith Act 


of 1940 which prohibit the teach- 


_ ing of force and violent revolution. 


“These laws,” the booklet says, 
“are class laws, brazen and un- 
disguised, forged by the capitalist 
state to suppress the struggle of 
the masses. Every one of them is 
used to suppress the activities of 
the revolutionary worker. The 
worker must realize at the start 
that these ... crimes are directed 
against his growing economic and 
political consciousness and his re- 
sistance to class oppression.” 

Thus prepared ideologically 
to hold the law and its neces- 
sity in utmost contempt, the 

Communist is told how to use 
every opening, including those 
furnished by the very law 
which he disavows, to turn to 
his utmost advantage. 

The tactics are based on a 
clever combination of the law 
and duplicity. From the time 
a Communist is arrested until 
his case is carried through the 
court to sentencing, he is care- 
fully trained to obstruct, ob- 
ject, withhold information, clog 
the legal machinery with tech- 
nicalities, make speeches and 
— disrupt the proceed- 


gs. 

“Under Arrest!” tells him 
what to do when arrested; how 
to resist “tortures” which he is 
given te understand may be in- 
flicted; how to evade direct 
answers; how to turn the court- 
room into a propaganda sound- 
ing board. 

From the very beginning he 
is directed to regard the court 
and its judge with disrespect. 

“It is not an accident,” the 
Communist is told by his law- 
gers, “that court procedure is 
conducted in a language and 
methods not understandable to 
the average worker. It is not an 
accident that court procedure is 
clothed with all sorts of pomp- 
our trappings. These fixings 

and state settings are delib- 
erately provided to confuse the 
workers, who are thus often un- 
able to act intelligently and ef- 
fectively because of their fear 
of making mistakes ... the 
workers must see through the 
sham and ceremony, and rec- 
ognize the capitalist court as a 
class enemy.” 

“Under Arrest!”,  sub-titled 
“Workers’ Self-Defense in the 
Courts,” tells the prospective 
Communist defendant, in a chap- 
ter, “What to Do When Arrest- 
ed:” “It is absolutely essential to 
remember that the _ policeman, 
etc,. arresting you is a servant of 
the boss class. Otherwise, why 
should he be arresting you for 
working class activities? He is 
your enemy. Give him no infor- 
mation, of any kind whatsoever, 
either about yourself or your fel- 
low workers or any organization 
which you belong to, or in which 
you are interested.” 

Tell Police Nothing. 
Further, on being booked: 
“And when we say ‘no informa- 

tion,” we mean above all that you 
shall not give the names of 
your fellow workers, the names of 
organizations that you belong to, 
details about your union, or any 
other information regardless of 
how innocent it may appear to 
you. And if you are a foreign- 
born worker, no information of 
any sort, of the date you landed, 
the name of the boat, etc. Give 
your name. That is all.” 

The prisoner is instructed to in- 
sist upon use of a telephone to 
call party legal officers. 

“Remember that you are talking 
from a jail, and that the telephone 
conversation is within hearing, 
even though you do not know it, 
of the police or stool pigeons.” 

He is admonished to “be very 
cautious in discussing the case 
with other prisoners or visitors

ONCERTED action by Repub- 
C lican members of the Senate to 

demand that President Truman 
remove Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson loomed as a possibility 
today after Senator Irving M. 
Ives (Rep.), New York, formally 
proposed such a move to his party 
colleagues. 

Ives, who has_ consistently 
backed bipartisan foreign policy 
and supported and voted for 
Acheson’s confirmation two years 
ago, declared that the Secretary 
of State had now lost the “con- 
fidence” of both Congress and 
the country. 

He added that Acheson’s con- 
tinuance in office would “further 
aggravate the terribly critical 
emergency with which we are 
confronted.” 

Ives announced that Senator 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio had agreed 
to call a meeting. of the Republi- 
can policy committee as soon as 
possible to consider his proposal. 
Ives is a member of the powerful 
policy committee. 

The policy committee, if it 
agrees with Ives, presumably 
would refer the question to the 
party conference composed of all 
Republican Senators for final de- 
cision. 

Ives is the first leader of the 
Republican party’s so-called “in- 
ternationalist’” wing to demand 
openly that the President remove

Proposal on Eisenhower. 


Meantime, Senator Kilgore 
(Dem.), West Virginia, proposed 
that the President appoint Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower as over-all 
Pacific commander and _ send 
more troops to Korea. 

His suggestion came in an in- 
terview amid a growing demand 
mm Congress for speedy with- 
drawal of United Nations troops 
facing overwhelming Chinese 
Communist forces in Korea. 

Despite President Truman’s

A Catholic on Lord Russell 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is amazing and more than a little 
disappointing that one of America’s 
great universities will invite a man such 
as Bertrand Russell over from England 
to lecture, when that man shows even 
the casual observer that he has many 
misconceptions and false ideas of the 
subject he is to discuss. It is equally 
disappointing that one of America’s 
great newspapers would feature so 
prominently an account of a lecture 
that contained not only inaccuracies but 
also many actual falsehoods. 


Mr. Russell equates material prosper- 
ity and short working hours with happi- 
ness. He then advocates restricting one 
of the surest roads to happiness for a 
married couple, the birth of children, to 
bring about this desired prosperity. We 
need but compare our own lives with 
those of our grandparents. We cer- 
tainly have a higher standard of living, 
but I doubt if any of us would contend 
that we are much happier than our 
grandparents were. 


Mr. Russell lists his conception of the 
evils of Communism. and accuses the 
Catholic Church of being guilty of the 
same offenses. He forgets to mention 
the chief evil of Communism, namely, 
its denial of the existence of God. 


The first statement he makes of both 
Communism and Catholicism is: “Ad- 
herence to a rigid and static system of 
doctrine, of which part is doubtful and 
part demonstrably false.” Catholics are 
certainly justified in requiring some 
kind of proof when a man, who has no 
special training in Catholic theology, 
makes a charge that some of the 
Church’s doctrines—the same ones that 
Catholics believe were revealed by God 
—are doubtful, and others are demon- 
strably false. 

I wonder what Mr. Russell had in 
mind when he said that Catholics seek 
to spread their faith by force, if neces- 
sary. I’m sure he didn’t get that im- 
pression from studying Church history 
or Catholic doctrine. 

When he said, “The priesthood has 
enormous power, physical east of the 
Iron Curtain and spiritual over the 
faithful in partibus,” Mr. Russell shows 
us he has no idea of the meaning of the 
word priest. A priest is a mediator be- 
tween God and man and thus there 
could be no priests in Communism. 

I agree that the Communist leaders 
have secured an undue share of the 
wealth of Russia. However, the power 
of priests or bishops played no part in 
the securing of the Church’s wealth in 
the Middle Ages. People willed wealth, 
which consisted largely of land, to the 
Church, because the Church was re- 
sponsible for all the organized charity 
of the age. When that wealth was 
amassed—through free-will bequests— 
it was not the Church’s fault that kings 
tried and sometimes succeeded in get- 
ting control of it for their own uses. 

“Bigotry, and the hostility that it en- 
genders, is a potent source of war.” 
Granted. But far greater bigotry will 
be engendered by statements of poorly 
informed, or completely misinformed— 
at least misinforming—people like Bert- 
rand Russell than will result from the 
Catholic’s efforts to find the one way. 
that Christ has revealed to get to heav- 
en and then to help other people to 
find it, too.

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Outrageous Appointment 


If there were any doubts about how the new 
Callanan machine means to operate, they have 
been dismissed by the choice of former Sheriff 
John F. Dougherty as chief clerk of the magis- 
trates court. This appointment was made in 
crass defiance of public opinion. It is a cynical 
re-affirmation of the rule of all boodlebunds that 
the victors are entitled to the spoils, and politi- 
cal morality be hanged. 

Dougherty, of course, has long been the close 
friend and associate of the rising Democratic 
boss, Sheriff Thomas F. Callanan. So, Callanan 
put the pressure on the magistrates and they 
voted without dissent to give the $6000-a-year 
plum to Dougherty. 

This is a real measure of Callanan’s strength 
in the party organization. He is not chairman of 
the city committee, but he can make his orders 
stick. In this case, he pointedly ignored Demo- 
cratic political workers who might be considered 
to have better claims than Dougherty to the 
clerk’s office. Like the hard-boiled boss he 
means to be, Callanan is taking care of his pals. 
Obviously it makes no difference to him that, in 
this case, his pal was a gambler tied in with the 
Capone racketeers. 


Callanan holds one of those so-called county 
offices which might well be abolished, but which 
continue largely beyond the city’s merit system 
and budgetary control. They constitute the only 
sizable pool of patronage in St. Louis. As a 
machine-builder, Callanan knows this very well. 
He was the leading opponent of the proposed 
new city charter which would have cut away at 
least some of these special privileges. Together 
with Morris Shenker, he raised funds for the 
anti-charter campaign, and he claims credit for 
the charter’s defeat. He has been crudely frank 
in taking his stand against good government. 
His support of Dougherty is just one more dem- 
onstration of this. ; 


In all probability, there will be still more. If 
the elected magistrates could be herded into 
goose-stepping approval of the Dougherty ap- 
pointment, will they not get other orders? And 
will not Callanan throw his weight around 
wherever else officials may feel beholden to him 
for their jobs or in need of his support in elec- 
tions? Having “won” the charter fight and hav- 
ing kept St. Louis safe for Democrats last month 
when the tide was running against them else- 
where, Callanan has his eyes on the victor’s 
spoils. 

The man will have to be watched. His ap- 
pointees will have to be scanned. The candi- 
dates he supports in future elections will have 
to be closely judged. And even though a false 
tax scare led them into voting against a new 
city charter, St. Louisans will have to start 
thinking again about remodeling the govern- 
mental structure which provides such easy 
havens for Callanans and similar machine- 
builders. 

Meanwhile, more responsible Democrats might 
well think of wavs and means of saving their 
party from utter domination by this self- 
installed boss. 
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The Prospect of McFarland 


If Senator McFarland of Arizona is chosen 
Majority Leader of the Senate, as now seems 
likely, the Truman Administration’s influence 
in the Ejighty-second Congress, weak in any 
case, will sink still lower. 

McFarland could, in fact, be expected to rep- 
resent the Senate to the President rather than 
the President to the Senate. 

Since one of McFarland’s backers, Kerr of 
Oklahoma or Lyndon Johnson of Texas, may 
become the party whip, Mr. Truman would be 
left virtually without liaison with the Senate. 
He would be reduced to designating a White 
House spokesman in the Upper Chamber if he 
were to have any personal leadership there. 

Senator McFarland’s weakness from the Ad- 
ministration’s standpoint is not in his voting 
record, much of which is good. It comes, first, 
from his 10-year record of avoiding controversy. 
Second, from the fact that in his selection the 
anti-civil-rights Democtats would have won a 
signal victory in the new Congress. (McFarland 
swapped his vote on FEPC cloture for Southern 
support of reclamation legislation for Arizona.) 

As majority leader, McFarland could be ex- 
pected to take a weak attitude toward winning 
over to the Administration the votes of the 
five to 12 anti-Fair Deal Southern Senators who 
will swing the balance of power in the new 
Senate. Worse still, he could be expected to go 
over to these Senators’ side if the opportunity 
offered thereby to gain some votes for Arizona. 

It is a bleak prospect not only for liaison be- 
tween Pennsylvania Avenue and Capitol Hill 
but also for a strong, principled, responsible 
course on Capitol Hill itself. 
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The Easy Game of Recrimination 

This is a time for cool heads. In the bitter- 
ness and frustration of the Korean crisis most 
of us find it easy, too easy, to fasten the blame 
on a scapegoat. 

Responsibility must be fixed for all national 
failures, just as credit is assessed for national 
triumphs. But there is a difference between a 
cool evaluation of events, for the purpose of 
learning lessons for our future conduct, and 
an emotional scapegoatism whose real effect is 
to give one an escape from hard reality. 

Our task now is to get out of the fix we are 
in. Our eyes should be rastened on what is 
to be done, not what might have been. 
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Scornful Senator Lucas 
Senator Scott Lucas is closing his career in 
the Senate, but his attempt to block efforts of 
the Senate Crime Committee will add no luster 
to his record. 


Chairman Kefauver asked that the Senate 


authorize the sergeant-at-arms to seek the arrest 


of 11 men, and a fine lot they are. Among them 
are the veteran racketeer, Murray (The Camel) 
Humphreys, the Fischetti brothers of Chicago, 


Tony Accardo, reputed Capone leader, and seven 


other hoodlums apparently in hiding. 

But Senator Lucas had the resolution referred 
to the Judiciary Committee, and said it was ri- 
diculous. He spoke scornfully of the Crime 
Committee's “fine sleuths” who could not find 
the missing men and wanted to send the 
sergeant-at-arms “on a wild goose chase.” 

Actually, it was Senator Lucas’ statement 
which was ridiculous. The main object of the 
Kefauver resolution was to try to put the FBI 
on the trail of the 11 men. There was no inten- 
tion of sending the sergeant-at-arms on a man 
hunt, and Senator Lucas could hardly expect the 
Senators on the Crime Committee to become 
police detectives.

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Charles Griffith Ross 


When fate suddenly gave the United States a 
new President in 1945, gpothing could have been 
more natural than Harry Truman's draft of his 
lifelong friend, Charles G. Ross, to be White 
House Press Secretary. They were schoolmates 
at Independence. As native Missourians they 
grew up together. Missourians they remained 
though they lived much of their later years in 
Washington. They liked and understood each 
other. Harry Truman had work for Charlie 
Ross and Charlie Ross had talents and e 
ence that Harry Truman wanted on the presi- 
dential staff. 

It was a hard job. Probably it was. made 
even harder rather than easier by the very fact 
that the Press Secretary knew the other side 
so well. For more than 30 years he was a 
Washington correspondent himself. In the last 
years of Wilson and through the administrations 
of Harding, Coolidge, Hoover and Franklin 
Roosevelt, his assignment was to get and write 
the news of the national capital for the Post- 
Dispatch. Instinctively his heart was with the 
reporter who had a lead to a White House news 
story even though time for its release was not 
yet ripe. 

If the pressure may have eased. somewhat 
after V-E and V-J days, it soon grew heavy 
again. As international problems weighed down 
on the White House, so did the load pile up at 
the desk of the Press Secretary. When he died 
in his office of a heart attack, his chief and 
the Prime Minister of Britain had just concluded 
their second talk on how to avert World War III. 
He can he listed as a casualty to Washington. 

Had he not gone to the White House staff, 
Charles Ross would be remembered for his out- 
standing news work alone. When he was a cub 
reporter in St. Louis, his managing editor sent 
him back to the scene of an accident to get the 
exact height of a chimney from which a work- 
man had fallen. 

The cub learned his lesson. Theréafter he 
always got all the pertinent facts. He got them, 
sifted them, organized them, wrote them into 
readable news copy. The result was Washing- 
ton correspondence of a high order on politics, 
personalities and economic problems, When 
he described Oliver Wendell Holmes Jr., walk- 
ing spryly to his seat on the Supreme bench, 
the reader sat in a front row in the court room 
and saw for himself that grand old American, 
bravely erect after 70 years of battles at arms 
as well as law. 

The Ross target was the plain reader and he 
knew that the way to reach and inform him 
was to be clear, graphic and forceful—forceful 
without undue enthusiasm and without over- 
statement., He believed that people wanted to 
understand the problems of the day and so, 
in such assignments as “The Country’s Plight,” 
an extensive study on the great depression of 
the '30s, he sought to help them. 

This page particularly regrets his passing for 
he was its editor, 1934-39, in an interlude be- 
tween his periods of service in Washington. In 
St. Louis he made many friends as he did in 
Washington and earlier as a pioneer journalism 
teacher at the University of Missouri and even 
on a year’s leave in Australia. All who knew 
Charlie Ross liked him and in nearly a half 
century of newspaper work that company grew 
to be a large one. 

American journalism has lost a distinguished 
Washington correspondent, the heavily-burdened 
Missourian in the White House a loyal helper, 
and the ranks of humankind a charming and 
genuine man. 
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The First Young Lady’s Beaux

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Civil Defense Is St. Louis’ Job 


The $3,100,000,000 civil defense program 
which the Truman Administration has submitted 
to Congress will not correct St. Louis’ back- 
wardness even if it is passed, which is proble- 
matical. It would only accentuate the unreadi- 
ness of this city to co-operate with the national 
program, as well as its unreadiness to proceed 
on its own. 

Nor are shelters, which the national program 
would principally provide for, the part of a 
full civil defense program which is St. Louis’ 
most pressing need. Shelters, if and when built, 
will be no more effective than the effectiveness 
of the individual citizen and his closest civil de- 
fense leader in keeping a cool head and doing 
the right thing in the event of an emergency. 
Organization and training of the civilian popula- 
tion in new and unfamiliar arts of self-protection 
are the elements of a program which most 
urgently call for action. They will be all the 
protection civilians will have until shelters are 
provided, which may be some time to come. 

What the Government at Washington is doing, 
or what the 307th Military Government Group in 
St. Louis has done, should not become excuses 
for what the St. Louis civil defense director, Mr. 
Sullivan, and the Missouri civil defense director, 
Mr. Hammond, are not doing, and what they are 
not doing so far is considerable. Without any 
further marking of time, the civilian population 
in the St. Louis area should be organized into a 
trained and alert body ready to spring into 
action at any instant. Only so can civilians in- 
sure themselves against panic, which is at least 
as deadly an enemy as the atomic bomb, and 
might be deadlier. 

It is not necessary to become fearful, or to 
arouse consternation among the civilian popula- 
tion, in order to take these clearly-indicated 
precautions. A little intelligent fear now. con- 
trolled and channeled, may avert much unintel- 
ligent fear, uncontrolled and destructive, later.

Artist was fired as teacher in adult night class in upholstery because 
he refused to take state loyalty oath; says he rejected oath as matter 
of artistic integrity; even art of upholstering depends on right of 
criticism; asks if non-conformity has become subversive in America. 


A Statement by Bernard Zakheim in The Press Democrat, Santa Rosa, Calif. 


Although I was only an upholstery in- 
structor in a Monte Rio evening class, I 
will, out of necessity, have to give a lesson 
in American democracy as I have learned 


it. There were two meetings of the class, 


where I was judged, and where the stu- 
dents “could not see just why one loyal 
American should hesitate to subscribe to 
its (the loyalty oath’s) contents.” 

I should have been permitted, in a real 
American fashion, to be present to express 
myself and to answer questions. This was 
a violation of American democracy. 

I am refused what I earned prior to the 
oath deadline, unless I sign the oath. What 
silly politicians! Not only the amount due 
me will not make me sign oaths, but no 
amount of money will make me sign away 
my rights to criticize, to challenge men’s 


‘ thoughts about themselves, our country 


and world affairs. 

When I became a naturalized American 
citizen, 25 years ago, I swore allegiance to 
the United States, for it represented jus- 
tice, liberty and freedom for all. And my 
oath is good for my whole life. 

As an artist, especially of historical 
murals, how can I give up my objectivity 
as an historian of the past or present, for 
fear of the label of non-conformity? The 
greatest downfall of an*artist is the loss 
of his integrity. Then he is not honest 
with his subject matter, and thus becomes 
an opportunist, and paints only pot-boilers. 

A few months ago I wrote an article for 
the San Francisco Chronicle, challenging 
my fellow artists as to integrity in subject 
matter versus abstract art; daring them_to 


take sides in the issues of the day. How 
can I, only a few months later, not accept 


my own challenge, because of a loyalty 


oath? 


As an American, and as an honest artist, 


I am only good when I have a vote—an 
opinion—and a content for my paintings. 
How can I conform to a loyalty oath, 
which demands that I stop questioning? 


Henry Steel Commager, noted professor 
of history at Columbia University, in a 
recent book review in the New York Her- 
ald Tribune states, on the subject of loy- 
alty oaths, “. . . these tests work irrepar- 
able hardship on countless individuals 
guilty of nothing but unorthodox opinions. 
But the harm does not stop there. 


“Far more important is the discourage- 
ment of unorthodox opinion generally, the 
discouragement of criticism, of originality, 
of independence of thought and conduct— 
of all those qualities the nation needs most 
if it is to retain its leadership. . 


He goes on to ask, “What was to guevent 
them exacting, next year, an oath of dis- 
approval of socialized medicine or of Sec- 
retary Acheson’s foreign policy?” 

As a teacher, I quote Judge Harold 
Medina, who sentenced the 11 Commu- 
nist leaders: “If somebody begins telling 
you what to teach, you can no longer be a 
teacher of the truth.” 

As an instructor of even such an inno- 
cent subject as upholstery, I could be con- 
sidered subversive, because I had to com- 
pare the good workmanship with that with 


which the customer is cheated. 


The Travels of O. John Rogge

O. John Rogge is one of those spirited 
intellectuals, eager for better things, who 
seem to have believed it possible to recon- 
cile a tolerance for Communists with a 
passionate belief in civil liberties. 

Mr. Rogge’s record in both of these 
fields of endeavor is clear. He has never 
hidden his candle. 

During the past few years, whenever an 
international group of intellectuals got to- 
gether, Mr. Rogge was almost certain to 
be there. Whenever somebody in this 
country fell into trouble with the law for 
activities in any way connected with his 
political views, Mr. Rogge was often a 
counsel for defense. 

For a time, and until very recently, Mr. 
Rogge held to the opinion that there would 
be a reconciliation between Communist 
and non-Communist states. He even 
thought that there could be a reconcilia- 
oe Marshal Tito and Marshal 


Last March he spoke his mind in the 
Kremlin itself, declaring in the teeth of 
his august audience that his “idea of a 
free society was one in which, the world 
over, people can say what they think and 
believe what they like.” 

Once—let us say when he was an ardent 
worker for the Progressive party and 
Henry Wallace two years ago—he came 
near being a hero in the Communist press. 
But he is not a hero now. 

One of his sins, as the party-liners see 
it, was that he took on Marshal Tito as a 


client of his law firm. Another, and prob- 
ably far worse sin, is that he does some 
thinking for himself, and this thinking 
results in the kind of statement he made 
in Warsaw at the “Second World Peace 
Congress.” 

There he had the audacity to maintain 
that the aggression in Korea was not 
committed by the United States and that 
the Communists were using violence to 
impress their ideas upon the world. 

Another American delegate at Warsaw, 
Charles F. Howard of Des Moines, lit into 
Mr. Rogge, and when he had completed 
his attack the “Peace Congress” spon- 
taneously rose and sang “John Brown’s 
Body.” The connection between Mr. 
Rogge’s independence of spirit and John 
Brown’s body is not clear except to the 
faithful, but it does seem to exist. 

The gist of all this is that a conscientious 
American, somewhat leftish in his tenden- 
cies, working hard to persuade people to 
be rational as he conceives rationality, has 
run up against the dour spirit of dogma- 
tism, falsehood and, twisted logie which 
infests the Kremlin. 

Mr. Rogge has traveled both intellectu- 
a and physically, but bis travels, like 

those of Henry Wallace, seem now to be 
bringing him home again. The tragedy of 
all these wanderings is not a personal one. 
It lies rather in the reminder that the 
rulers of Russia and of many, many mil- 
lions of people outside Russia do not want 
a rational world.

Between Book Ends 


Treason and Its Background 


ne TRAITOR, by William L. Shirer. (Farrar, Straus, 
Pgs., 
William L. Shirer, radio-newspaper man 
and author of “Berlin Diary,” has turned 
at last to the writing of fiction. His first. 
novel, “The Traitor,” could not have come 
at a better time. He knows Germany, and 
he knows Europe. He ought to. He worked 
there for 15 years—from 1925 to 1940. 


At face value “The Traitor” is a novel 
about an American newspaper and radio 
correspondent named Oliver Knight who 
made a deal with the Nazis. Instead of 
coming home after Germany’s declaration 
of war on the United States he stayed in 
Berlin and broadcast Nazi propaganda to 
this country. For which the Nazis gave 
him the living of a king. Why, at that, 
would any American in his right mind fall 
for the Nazi line? In Oliver’s case there 
was a d@embination of many reasons. 


He had led a seedy life in the United 
States. Born and reared in a smf&ll Illi- 
nois town on the banks of the Mississippi, 
he had little or nothing as a boy. His 
father was dead. His mother took in board- 
ers. He got through college by jerking 
sodas and eating hamburgers and hot dogs. 
He took a job in Germany, in a Berlin news 
bureau. From then on he seemed to be at 
the top of the pile, instead of at the bot- 

tom.

These arid many other factors changed 
Oliver Knight from a man of lukewarm 
Nazi sympathies to one willing to contami- 
nate the airwaves to his home country. Of 
course, he survives the war and is brought 
to justice. 

As a novel, as an interesting story 
quickly and easily told, “The Traitor” 
would have been more than adequate. But 
Mr. Shirer has chosen to make more of 
the book than that. Lest we have forgot- 
ten, he makes us recall the painful follies 
of the past. He reprints Gen. Marshall’s 
off-the-record warning to newsmen in 
1941 that the Red army could not last six 
weeks against the Nazis. He quotes Sena- 
tor Taft’s statement that “it is fantastic to 
suppose there is any danger of an attack 
on the United States by Japan.” It is em- 
barrassing to read Lindbergh's anti-Semitic 
speeches; but it is infuriating to see what 
effect they had in Germany. 

There is an observation that Jack Good- 
man, a level-headed correspondent who 
tried to drum some sense into Knight's 
head, makes time and again. “The Ger- 
mans suffer from a Faust complex,” he 
says. “They're always ready to sell their 
souls to the devil.” This seems to be 
Shirer’s own attitude, too. 

About the future of defeated Germany 
he quotes one of Hitler's general staff 
members: “When Germany surrenders, 
Russia and America, the only two powers 
left in the world, will be at each other’s 
throats. There lies Germany’s Ainge and 
opportunity. We are going to try the 
Americans first.” 

“The Traitor” cannot easily be forgot- 
ten. It approaches many truths we must 
remember. WEBSTER SCHOTT.

Charles Wants More Action

CINCINNATI, Dec. 6 (UP)—Sleek Ezzard Charles, unmarked 
after his 1lth-round knockout of bullish Nick Barone, craved an- 
other heavyweight-title defense soon today to keep his weapons 
as lethal as they appeared last night. 


Making his first home-town 
fight as champion, Ezzard de- 
lighted 10,085 fans in Cincinnati 
Gardens by smashing Barone of 
Syracuse, N. Y., to the canvas for 
the full count with an explosive 
straight right to the temple. 

Although Ezzard had been a 
lop-sided betting favorite to beat 
the rugged, black-haired ex-Ma- 
rine, his knockout performance 
was noteworthy because Barone 
never had been knocked off his 
feet in 51 previous professional 
fights. He had been stopped once 
seven years ago, because of face 
cuts. 

Referee Tony Warndorf counted 
out the 24-year-old challenger at 
2:06 of the eleventh round, and 
thus ended an uneven contest in 
which the game but out-classed 
New Yorker failed to win a sin- 
gle round—according to the votes 
of the three judges. In Cincin- 
nati, three judges are used to 
score a fight. The referee, serv- 
ing-:merely as a ring policeman, 
has no vote.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla., Dec. 6 
(UP)\—The New York Giants an- 


nounced today that they had shift- 
ed their Jersey City franchise in 
the International League to Ot- 
tawa, Canada. 

The announcement came after 
a deal for the Jersey club on the 
part of Rudy Schaefer fell 
through. Schaefer, acting for Biil 
Veeck, former president of the 
Cleveland Indians, would not meet 
the Giants’ terms. 

The way to shift the franchise 
had been paved when Cornwall, 
Ont., was admitted to the border 
league in Ottawa’s place. 

The Giants announced that a 
manager for Ottawa would be 
named within two days. Hugh Po- 
land, former major league catcher, 
was the leading candidate. 

It was the second shift in an 
International League franchise 
within a year. Just before the 
1950 season the New York Yan- 
kees gave up their Newark (N.J.) 
franchise to the Chicago Cubs, 
who transferred it to Springfield, 
Mass. 

Ottawa, once a member of the 
International back in 1898, has a 
population of 200,000 and a renort- 
ed drawing area of half a million. 
Its ball park can hold 12,000 fans. 

Cookie Lavagetto, who broke up 
what probably was the most thrill- 
ing world series game ever plaved, 
is coming back to the Brooklvn 
Dodgers as a coach for the 1951 
season, Manager Chuck Dressen 
announced today. 

Lavagetto, who was with Dres- 
sen as a player at Oakland last 
year will be on the roster only as 
a coach, replacing Milt Stock. 

President George M. Trautman 
of the minor learues lowered the 
boom on unrestricted radio broad- 
casting of big leatue games which 
he said “is wrecking our ettend- 
ance and may even wreck the 
whole structure of baseball.”

Trautman said he was well 
aware of the “mutually beneficial 
relationship” which baseball has 
enjoved with radio for many 
years. 

“It was not pntil the present 
unlimited regulations were im- 
posed that the balance which 
served us so well through the |. 
years has been destroyed.” 

The minor league chief has 
appealed to the United States Jus- 
tice Department for a more le- 
nient attitude towards radio and 
television regulations, it was re- 
vealed today. 

Because of the Justice Depart- 
ment’s anti-trust investigation, Or- 
ganized Ball was forced to permit 
almost unlimited broadcasting 
and televising of games last sea- 
son. This has been blamed for a 
disastrous fall in attendance. 

The attorney general ruled that 
limiting the broadcasts and tele- 
casts was a violation of anti-trust 
laws. Trautman said he has now 
pointed out that—violation or not 
—minor league baseball may die 
without the regulations.

“De Not Be Fooled.” 

When the conspiracy of silence 
has served its purpose, the pris- 
oner is instructed to insist upon 
an immediate hearing, and that a 
“complaint containing the specific 
charge against you be read to 
you.” A plea of “not guilty” is 
the only permissible procedure in 
any case, and the prisoner is ad- 
vised, “Do not be fooled by prom- 
ises of a suspended sentence. 
These promises are as treacherous 
as the promises made in the police 
station or in jail.” 

When the case finally comes to 
trial, the obstructive tactics begin 
in earnest. 

First of all, the accused Com- 
munist is instructed to insist upon 
a jury trial whenever possible, 
since “in a jury trial, the worker 
will have much more opportunity 
‘to raise the class issues.” 

He is advised of proper con- 
duct in court. “Remember that 
you are not speaking for your- 
self alone ... Bring out the 
class issues at the trial. If you 
are charged with criminal syn- 
dicalism ... and the proof by 
the district attorney consists of 
speeches that you made, ar- 
ticles that you wrote, newspa- 
pers that you read and support, 
then it is absolutely necessary 
for you to use the court for a 
clear and correct explanation 
of the economic and social 
views that you hold, of the facts 
of the class struggle as applied 
to your case ... By the strength 
of your cause, make capitalism 
| the defendant, and yourself the 

prosecutor, in the name of mil- 
| lions of toilers.” 

This trick is invariably turned 
by arguing that society is the 
culprit, and by exploiting the in- 
herent right of self-defense. A 
Communist never offends the law 
—he merely seeks to protect him- 
self from enemies of his own 
contrivance. 

Force and Violence “Explained”. 

For example, in syndicalism 
trials, -if a prisoner is asked 
whether he believes in force or 
violence, he is told never to an- 
'swer by “yes” or “no,” but always 
to explain it away as follows: 


“As in past history, so at pres- | 


ent, the masses of workers will 
‘be fully justified, historically 
‘and socially, in using means, in- 
‘cluding force and violence. . . 
It is the capitalist class that 
every day uses pitiless force and 
violence against the workers.” 

He is instructed to throw an 
obstructive block at the jury 
system itself. 

“Before the jury panel is 
sworn in by the clerk,” the book 
tells him, “get up and state that 
you challenge the entire panel 
of prospective jurors on the 
ground that it is composed of 
people whose social and eco- 
nomic interests will prejudice 
them against you, the defendant. 
Expose the method of selecting 
jury panels, for which no work- 
ers actually in industry are 
called to serve. 

“Make a demand for a new 
panel to be picked from a cross 
section of the working class 
population. . . . Of course the 
judge will deny this challenge. 
Yet this motion will make a pro- 
found effect upon all present, 
especially the workers, before

Trials to Exploit Doctrines 


— the court will at once 
stand exposed as the bosses’ tool 
for suppression of the working 
class. ...

| Every Legal Loophole. 

In conducting his defense, the 
prisoner is told of every legal 
‘loophole by which he can divert 
justice from its course—how to 
enter objections, how and when 
to move for dismissal, how to 
convince a jury that he is be- 
ing “persecuted,” how to seize 
every opportunity for entering 
an “exception.” 

He is told what to say on sen- 
tencing if he is to go to prison. 
He will make it plain to the 
court that “it is because of the 
struggle in which’ you are en- 
gaged, the fight for the libera- 
tion of the working class from 
the oppression of its masters. 
Also if, in this struggle it be- 
comes necessary for you to go 
to jail you are not afraid. You 
should also state that workers 
expect no justice in a capitalist 
court.” , 

Deportation cases receive spe- 
cial attention. “The purpose of 
deportation proceedings,” the doc- 
trine says, “is to send alien work- 
ers out of the United States and 
not to jails within the country 
(Deportation is a weapon of the 
bosses to weaken the strength of 
the militant working class).” 

Court-Packing Procedures. 

Court-packing procedures and 
demonstrations are stressed. 

“A courtroom packed to the 
doors with workers during a class 
trial, on the one hand, serves for 
the masses as a practical study 
of class justice in operation; on 
the other it strengthens the work- 
er’s case as a whole, through the 
display of solidarity of workers. 
... Very often such a court set- 
ting has been a decisive feature 
that won the worker’s case.” 

But packing is not enough, the 
book explains, suggesting a pro- 
gram of support, stirred up by 
linking the particular case with 
immediate issues in the “fight 
against boss. terror.” 

Such a program calls for leaf- 


‘let distribution, a mass meeting, |W 
protest resolutions, and, when the a

trial comes up, 
take place a demonstration in 
front of the courthouse—with 
signs demanding the immediate 
and unconditional release of the 
workers on trial. Similar demon- 
strations should be arranged for 
the date nearing the end of the 
trial.” 

The party’s fight against the 
F.B.I. is of a similar nature. To 
allegations that the Bureau is a 
“super-Gestapo,” there was linked 
in a recent memorandum on the 
subject a detailed’ program of 
counteraction. 

Warnings Against the F.B.I. 

All Communists, In any deal- 
ings whatever with the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, were ad- 
monished: 1. Do not talk. 2. Per- 
mit no officer or F.B.I. agent to 
enter your home unless he pre- 
sents a search warrant. 3. Go no 
place with any person who does 
not have a warrant for your ar- 
rest. 4. Do not surrender person- 
ally, nor give up_any documents 
or material on the basis of a 
subpena. 5. Contact the Civil 
Rights Congress. 

The memorandum concluded: 

“This memorandum of the IIli- 
nois State Review Commission on 
the activities of the F.B.I. has 
been issued to alert all Commu- 
nists and progressive-minded in- 
dividuals and organizations to the 
serious menace to democratic lib- 
erties contained in the spying, 
harassment, intimidation and per- 
secution carried on by this Amer- 
ican version of a super-Gestapo.”

could be no surer way of destroy- 
ing the prestige and influence of 
the United Nations forever. ... 
If the worst comes true in the Ko- 
rean war, it would be better to 
take the defeat without future 
commitments than to embrace the 
Chinese Reds and deliver the Far 
East to them in a formal deed 
over our signature.” 


The Washington Evening Star 
says that as far as surface appear- 
ances are concerned, there is “lit- 
tle or no reason to be optimistic” 
about efforts to “keep the situa- 
tion from exploding into a general 
world war.” Actually, the Star 
concludes, “the outcome of all 
current atempts to find a solution 
through an honorable political 
settlement depends primarily on 
the men of the Kremlin.” 


The Washington Post writes the 
United Nations “is moving at 
much too leisurely a pace.” It 
‘adds: “Gen. MacArthur officially 
‘reported that Chinese troops were 
fighting the U.N. forces in Korea 
one month ago today. In the last 
week, the Chinese invasion force 
/appears to have swelled to a mil- 


og lion men. Yet, in the face of this 


open assault against the United 
Nations itself, no counteraction 
has been completed at Lake Suc- 
cess.” 

The Philadelphia Inquirer —

Boston Herald — “Those who 
have criticized the Herald for 
urging an honorable truce in Ko- 
rea have offered no alternative 
but to fight a bitter-end battle 
against tremendous odds. To do 
this will not only involve the 
loss of many thousands more of 
out best young men but will di- 
rectly serve the objectives of the 
Kremlin.” 

Denver Post—“We must drop 
the atomic bomw and drop it now 
if we are to save our forces in 
Korea. There should be no further 
arguments.

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Telling a Story

HE goodness of a story depends largely upon 
Tine way it is told. Under ideal conditions

Where Did the Ford Swindl 


Administration, Gifts by Fake ‘Benson 


Ford,’ Refunds All Appear Costly 
Some Reasons Victims Were Duped

This is the last of a series of 
articles on the “fabulous Ford 
swindle.” 


CANTON, Ill., Dec. 6. 

EARLY four years ago, in 
N United States District Court 
at Peoria, an attorney spoke 

up in defense of two middle-aged 
women accused of using the mails 
to defraud hundreds of business 
men, housewives and farmers of 
Fulton county, Ill., in one of the 
most baffling confidence schemes 
ever to come to light. 
He pointed to his drab-looking 
clients and told the all-women 


ury: 

“They were duped the same as 
every man and woman that took 
this witness stand. Else what did 
they do with the money? Where 
is that money? Somebody got it. 
They haven't got it. If they had, 
the Government would be up 
here showing the banks it was in 
or deposit books or whet they 
were doing with it. Do thev: go 
around in expensive automobiles, 
buy expensive clothing, live in 
wonderful homes? Not at all...” 

The lawyer’s clients were Mrs. 
Catherine Bowcott and Mrs. Edna 
Woodcock of Fulton county. Their 
story to the jury had been that 
one “Harold J. Martin” had 
asked them to collect money from 
their neighbors; that Harold Mar- 
tin represented Henry Ford; that 
Henry Ford would make every- 
body rich who got in on the 
ground floor of vast enterprises the 
motor magnate was planning for 
Canton; that Martin’s ‘“‘messen- 
gers” got all the money Mrs. Bow- 
cott and Mrs. Woodcock collected 
from the investors, including the 
savings of the two defendants; 
that Martin was dead; and that 
his “‘messenfers” operated out of 
their hats from Detroit, Chicago, 
St. Louis, and other cities and 
could nowhere be found. 

The jury chose to believe the 
20-odd witnesses and the Govern- 
ment prosecutor who thought 
Mrs. Bowcott and Mrs. Woodcock 
had cheated honest, if somewhat 
naive. citizens out of their sav- 
ings. But beyord hinting that 
proreers of the elaborate swindle 
cov'd still he hidden somewhere, 
even the Governmert proaserrvtor 
Cid Jittle to answer the intrivving 
question: where is the money?

HE oauestion is of renewed 

interest because the swindle 

did not die when Mrs. Bowcott 
and Mrs. Woodcock went to the 
Federal penitentiary. More citizens 
in Fulton county got cheated out of 
more money and today five more 
residents of Canton are under 
state indictment and facing trial 
in connection with the swindle. 
By now authorities estimate that 
a total of about $1,000,000 was 
invested in the racket. 

What happened to it? 

Like Mrs. Bowcott and Mrs. 
Woodcock, several of those now 
under indictment say they col- 
lected investments from others in 
good faith. One of them, J. Bey- 
erly Kemper, a nephew of Mrs, 
Woodcock, claims he started in- 
vesting in the “Foundation” in 
1940 at the suggestion of his aunt. 
After she went to prison he savs 
he continued to make payments 
to Mrs. Marie Fuller for a .total 
of. $12,000. 

Mrs. Fuller, a beauty parlor 
operator, is another figure pres- 
ently under indictment. State’s 
Attorney Arthur D. Young of 
Fulton county says she is un- 
doubtedly the “mastermind” of 
the whole racket. 


Kemper goes on to say that he 
also collected money from other 
investors, turned it over to Mrs. 
Fuller and received from her 
notes signed “Benson Ford” for 
delivery to the customers. A voice 
identifying itself as Benson Ford 
had been calling investors on the 
phone to assure them that their 
money was Safe. 


“IT really believed the man on 
the phone was Benson Ford and 
I was in this thing to help my 
aunt,” Kemper told authorities. 

Mrs. Fuller has also protested 
her innocence. She _ said _ that 
“other people are mixed up in 
this, too,” that she was just an- 
other victim and that she had 
believed the Ford story. She in- 
sisted that she met a man and 
woman in Peoria in 1948 who 
identified themselves as Benson 
Ford and Mrs. Henry Ferd Sr., 
and that subsequently her contact 
with them had been through 
“messengers.” She said the “‘mes- 
sengers” had kept forged Ford 
stationery in her apartment. 

State’s Attorney Young reports 
that only $1500 was found in Mrs. 
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Fuller’s apartment, and_ since 
neither he nor anybody else in 
contact with the case has faith in 
the existence of “Harold J. Mar- 
tin,” strangers posing as mem- 
bers of the Ford family or “mes- 
sengers’” who cannot be traced, 
the question still remains: what 
happened to the money? 

A thorough study of the swin- 
dle leads to the conclusion that 
it must have cost a pretty penny 
to administer. At one time the 
ring maintained a suite in down- 
town Canton. Prosecutor Young 
says the outfit’s records, includ- 
ing payrolls and voluminous cor- 
respondence files, grew so elab- 
orate that Bryce Duryea and his 
sister Esther were sent through 
business school by the swindlers. 
Bryce Duryea is among those cur- 
rently under indictment, as is his 
father Sherman. No charges were 
ever made against Esther. 

Former Canton Police Chief 
Sam Eyerly has told authorities 
that Mrs. Bowcott paid him $3500 
to act as her driver. The Rev. 
John William Edge said Mrs. 
Woodcock paid his $7-a-week 
house rent—evidently to induce 
the minister, who was unaware 
he was being duped, to tell others 
that he invested in the scheme 
and that they might follow his 
example. 

Considerable sums must have 
been spent on the personal gifts 
“Benson Ford” was always send- 
ing his Canton “partners.” More 
money went into the printing of 
forged “Ford” stationery and 
other paraphernalia. At one time 
Mrs. Bowcott was a fugitive for 
more than two years and traveled 
extensively. Travel is expensive. 
So are legal counsel and court 
proceedings and the case of Mrs. 
Bowcott’ and Mrs. Woodcock was

unsuccessfully appealed to the 
United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals.

Spending a few days among 
the people who got duped and 
reading samples of the crazily 
ungrammatical “documents” and 
letters that have accumulated in 
the case, one gets the feeling 
that the hapless investors did not 
only want to strike it rich and 
cash in on the promise of tre- 
mendous bonuses, cars, jobs, and 
homes. There were _ additional 
reasons why many a man of mod- 
est means decided to “go along.” 


The air of conspiracy, the ex- 
citement of the secrecy to which 
all participants were pledged, and 
the impressiorm® that they were 
being let in on the ground floor 
of something really important un- 
doubtedly attracted some. Appeal 
to their civic spirit—the idea 
that Ford would open vast fac- 
tories- in Canton and make the 
center of their universe a throb- 
bing metropolis—may have been 
a point with others. 


The glow of deep satisfaction— 
the same glow poor relations get 
when they have a man-to-man 
chat with a rich uncle—still 
flushes in the faces of the vic- 
tims when they talk of how they 
traded small talk with “Benson 
Ford” and how “Mrs. Henry 
Ford” liked Mama’s cookies. Most 
simple people—and many not so 
simple—dream of being intimate 
with ‘the great. 


The racket preyed on the good 
nature of the victims, too. Here 
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BRYCE DURYEA, ONE OF THOSE

was a chance to help “Benson 
Ford” unfreeze his frozen assets 
and save good old “grandma,” 
Mrs. Henry Ford, from the clutch- 
es of some wicked lawyers who 
were supposed to be demanding 
their pound of flesh.

NOTHER basic truth that 
A should not be ignored in the 

search for the motives of the 
mulcted is that many of them 
probably had extra money in their 
jeans for the first time in their 
lives—just as thé swindle was be- 
coming most prevalent. In days 
gone by, farmers and _ trades- 
men in towns such as Can- 
ton had little money to invest 
in anything but barest necessi- 
ties. War and postwar prosperity 
on and around the farm intro- 
duced many Fulton county folk 
to the padded bank account with 
no place to go. 

If the Ford swindle had been 
run by a pack of sharp-dressing, 
sharp-talking con men from the 
big town, it’s an even bet that 
they would not have made much 
headway around Canton. But the 
people who collected the money 
and gave the sales talks were 
life-long residents of the area, and 
in places like Fulton county it’s 
still good style to “love thy neigh- 
bor” and to trust him. 

It. seems incredible, of course, 
that many victims kept throwing 
good money after bad by pouring 
further payments into the racket 
after common sense should have 
told them that there was some- 
thing rotten in the state of Den- 
mark. The lightning maneuvers of 
the swindlers to plug their dikes 
wherever they threatened to burst 
explains it to some extent. Odd 
as it may seem, some of the un- 
lucky participants also claim they 
gave the swindlers more money 
because they felt that somehow 
this might “‘save” the stake they 
already had in the deal. 

But there is another important 
reason why several hundred aver- 
age citizens stoutly believed the 
cock-and-bull stories of the fab- 
ulous Ford swindle. They believed 
them because they wanted to be- 
lieve them.

According to strict interpreta- 
tion of the Blackwood convention, 
South was remiss in bidding over 
North’s five spades, but he rea- 
soned there figured to be a good 
play for six spades—so he bid it. 

Actually, there was a very bad 
play for the slam, because North 
had so little in diamonds, but 
South nevertheless brought home 
the contract. West opened the 
heart queen. Dummy won, and 
declarer drew two rounds of 
trumps. He cashed the club king, 
led a heart to dummy, then a 
diamond to his ace. Now he re- 
turned to dummy with a trump, 
discarded a diamond on the club 
ace, and ruffed dummy’s last 
heart. ; 

South now led a diamond to- 
ward dummy’s 10-9-8—and West 
fell into the trap! Automatically 
he played the diamond jack—only 
to see East win the trick with the 
queen! When East had to return 
a club or a heart, South discard- 
ed his own last diamond while he 
ruffed in dummy. 

If West had followed the play 
closely he would have realized 
that this was one time when he 
could not afford to win a trick 
as cheaply as possible. South ob- 
viously lacked the diamond queen 
(with that card, he scarcely could 
have ignored the chance to 
finesse), and thus it was impera- 
tive that West should not let his 
partner be “stuck in” with the 
diamond queen. By putting up 
the king, West would have pro- 
tected his side.

. The Mystery of Love 


By Fulton J. Sheen 


HERE comes a moment in 

even the noblest of human 

loves when the mystery has 
gone, One has now grown 
“used to” the best, and has 
come to take it for granted, as 
jewelers may casually handle 
the most precious stones with- 
out troubling to admire them. 
What we completely possess, 
we can no longer desire. What 
we have already attained, we 
cannot hope for. Yet hope and 
desire and, above all, mystery, 
are needed to keep our interest 
in life alive. 

When wonder has vanished 
from our days, then they be- 
come banal. Our minds were 
made to function at the stretch 
and to reach out, forever, to- 
wards the solution of some 
lofty problem that forever 
eludes us. It is possible that 
the popularity of mystery 
novels in our day is occasioned 
by the fact that so many people 
have ceased to dwell on the 
mysteries of faith and are look- 
ing, in any cheap substitute 
that comes to hand, for some- 
thing to replace what they have 
lost. Readers of mystery stories 
spend their wonder on the 
method by which someone was 
killed; they do not, as the con- 
temporaries of Dante and of 
Michaelangelo would have done, 
wonder about the eternal fate 
of those who die. 
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MAN CANNOT be happy if 
he is satiated; our zest comes 
from the fact that there are 
doors not yet opened, veils not 
yet lifted, notes that have not 
been struck. If a “love” is only 


physical, marriage will bring 
the romance to an end: the 
chase is ended, and the mystery 
is solved. Whenever any person 
is thus taken for granted, there 
is a loss of the sensitivity and 
delicacy which are the essential 
condition of friendship, joy and 
Jove in human relations. Mar- 
riage is no exception; one of 
its most tragic outcomes is 
mere possession without desire. 

There is no love left when 
one hits bottom, or imagines 
that he has; the personality we 
have exhausted of its mystery is 
a bore. There must be always 
something unrevealed, some 
mystery we have not probed, 
some passion that we cannot 
glut ... and this is true even 
in the arts. We do not want 
to hear a singer constantly re- 
iterate her highest note, nor 
have an orator tear a passion 
to tatters. 
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IN A TRUE MARRIAGE 
there is an _ ever-deepening 
mystery and, therefore, an 
ever-enchanting romance. At 
least four of the mysteries of 
marriage can be tabulated. 
First comes the mystery of the 
other partner's physical being, 
the mystery of sex. When that 
mystery has been solved, and 
the first baby is born, a new 
mystery begins: the husband 
sees in his wife a thing he 
never saw before—the beauti- 
ful mystery of motherhood. 
She sees in him the sweet 
mystery of fatherhood. As 
other children come to revive

When the children reach the 
age of reason, a third mystery 
unfolds: that of mother-craft 
and father-craft—the disci- 
plining of young minds and 
hearts in the ways of God.

THE FOURTH MYSTERY
